No. 5-Pres/2014 - The President is pleased to approve the award of the “Kirti Chakra” 
to the undermentioned persons for the acts of conspicuous gallantry: - 

1. SHRI BHRIGU NANDAN CHOUDHARY, CONSTABLE/GD, 205 CoBRA 
BN. (POSTHUMOUS) 


[Effective date of the award: 08 September, 2012] 

Based on specific information about presence of senior Naxals cadres from 
adjoining States in the heavily mined, forested and hilly area of Chakrabandha in district 
Gaya and Aurangabad (Bihar), an operation was planned by CRPF, Patna in co¬ 
ordination with commandants of 205 CoBRA, 04 teams of 203 CoBRA, 04 Coys of 159 
Bn CRPF, 02 Coys of 47 Bn and 01 each Coy of 153 Bn and 215 Bn, 04 team of STF and 
local police to conduct search, seek and engage operations on 07/09/2012. 

On 8/9/2012, when 2 teams of D/205 CoBRA were approaching the target area at 
about 1120 hrs, a powerful IED explosion was heard at a distance about 350 mtrs. 
towards Dumbri Nala, which was immediately followed by a volley of fire from the 
Naxals on the troops. A gun battle between team and the Naxals started which continued 
upto 1600 hours. Then, the troops moved further for about 170 meters south east of 
Dumbri Nala. Shri Bhrigu Nandan Choudhary, scout of the team and his companion 
came under fire by Naxals. They retaliated in self defence, killing one Naxal. Then heavy 
gunfire again started, and these two scouts alongwith other members of the team pressed 
forward tactically to engage the Naxals. At this juncture, the Naxals triggered an IED 
blast, which caused injuries to some members of the team including Shri Bhrigu Nandan 
Choudhary. 

Shri Bhrigu Nandan Choudhary, being in the front sustained the most severe 
wound on both of his legs, which became completely mutilated. However, this did not 
deter him from crawling, under excruciating pain, to take a position near a pit. He 
continued shooting at the Naxals, and kept exhorting his colleagues to fight fearlessly, 
and personally kept firing at the advancing Naxals, before succumbing to his injuries. Six 
Naxal cadres were killed in the gunfire. 

Shri Bhrigu Nandan Choudhary exhibited great determination, extraordinary 
courage, conspicuous bravery and laid down his life in fighting with the naxals. 

2. WING COMMANDER DARRYL CASTELINO (25107) FLYING (PILOT) 
(POSTHUMOUS) 


[Effective date of the award: 25 June 2013] 

Wing Commander Darryl Castelino was detailed as the Captain of the Mi-17 V5 
helicopter in the disaster relief operations being undertaken by the Indian Air Force in the 
hilly terrain of Uttarakhand. 
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A large number of pilgrims had been stranded in the narrow valleys of Kedarnath, 
for over five days without food and water. Despite being inducted with very little 
warning from a different operating area, Wg Cdr Castelino in the spirit of a true air 
warrior, rose to the occasion and promptly commenced undertaking rescue operations 
from 21 June 2013 onwards. In spite of marginal weather, and lack of experience in the 
area, within a short span of just four days, the officer flew over 22 critical rescue 
missions, resulting in saving more than 190 pilgrims who were stranded in the worst 
affected areas of the Kedarnath valley. The officer’s sense of zeal and enthusiastic 
commitment to the noble cause of saving as many lives as possible, motivated his 
comrades to rise to the requirement of the occasion. 

On 25 Jun 2013, Wing Commander Darryl Castelino was tasked to move essential 
supplies and National Disaster Relief Force (NDRF) teams to Kedarnath, located at an 
elevation of over 11000 feet and rescue stranded pilgrims from Kedarnath during the 
return sorties. On that day Wg Cdr Castelino carried out three sorties which were 
undertaken under deteriorating weather conditions. During these three sorties, he was 
successful in saving of 80 precious lives. Even though weather conditions continued to 
deteriorate progressively, making flying extremely hazardous, disregarding his personal 
safety, Wg Cdr Castelino decided to continue with his mission as he realised that every 
additional shuttle executed would help in saving more lives. Under rapidly darkening 
skies, the determined officer pressed on with a single minded focus of saving precious 
lives. During the return leg from Kedarnath to Guptkashi his helicopter impacted on the 
steep slopes of valley resulting in the officer making the supreme sacrifice in the line of 
duty. 


Wing Commander Darryl Castelino displayed acts of conspicuous courage, 
professional competence and valour for undertaking high risk missions to save precious 
lives in hostile weather conditions. 


3. JC-618131L NAIB SUBEDAR BHUPAL SINGH CHHANTEL MAGAR, 

5/5™ BATTALION THE GQRKHA RIFLES (FRONTIER FORCE) 

[Effective date of the award: 31 August 2013] 

Based on heightened infiltration threat, Naib Subedar Bhupal Singh Chhantel 
Magar was deployed for guarding gap between Eagle II Post located at 13972 feet and 
Point 4234 at Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir. On 31 August at 2130 hour, he 
spotted movement of six heavily armed terrorists. Displaying remarkable presence of 
mind, he immediately sidestepped his position in rugged and boulder ridden terrain. 
Suddenly, the terrorists opened fire on his party. Sensing that further delay would allow 
the terrorists to run downhill, he closed in towards the terrorists. Gallant individual 
crawled to the side of the terrorists who started firing towards him. Displaying nerves of 
steel, he fired a long burst, killing one terrorist. The two terrorists tried to run downhill. 
Displaying raw courage, he ran behind the second terrorist jumping over the boulder 
and fired, injuring him. The terrorist sat behind the boulder. Unmindful of his personal 
safety Naib Subedar Magar charged towards the terrorist firing from his rifle and 
killed him. 
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Naib Subebdar Bhupal Singh Chhantel Magar displayed exceptional bravery, raw 
courage and leadership beyond the call of duty in fighting the terrorists.

1. IC-61469M MAJOR MANDEEP SINGH GHUMMAN, REGIMENT OF 

ARTILLERY / 1 st ASSAM RIFLES 


[Effective date of the award: 08 May, 2013] 

Major Mandeep Singh Ghumman as Company Commander of 1 Assam Rifles 
established an effective intelligence network and operated aggressively leading to single 
handedly neutralizing two hardcore NSCN (IM) cadres in a single operation. 

On 08 May 2013 based on hard intelligence Major Mandeep Singh Ghumman led a 
small team to village Wasathong located on top of a hill at Arunachal Pradesh. On 
reaching the suspected house, column came under heavy fire from inside a house. The 
officer did not retaliate immediately to avoid civilian casualty. In the meantime one 
NSCN (IM) cadre jumped out of the window and started firing indiscriminately. Another 
cadre firing from inside the neighbouring house had pinned down own party of which one 
Rifleman had sprained his knee and was under effective fire. Unmindful of his personal 
safety the officer chased the cadre who had come out and engaged him in a close range 
gun fight and by his sheer courage stood his ground and eliminated the cadre. 

Sensing danger to own troops from the firing from the second cadre, the officer 
immediately rushed to their aid making use of the undulating ground. In a brazen act of 
valour the officer charged at the underground cadre who attempted escape and eliminated 
him too after a fierce gun battle. 

Major Mandeep Singh Ghumman displayed act of extraordinary bravery, 
conspicuous courage of a high order in neutralizing two hardcore NSCN (IM) cadres in a 
single operation. 

2. IC-70847F CAPTAIN SANDEEP BHARTIYA, 17 th BATTALION THE JAT 

REGIMENT (MASHKQH) 


[Effective date of the award: 31 May, 2013] 

On 31 May 2013 at 2200 hours, movement of 3-4 terrorists was observed through 
the Hand Held Thermal Imager at Sangam Post in the dense area of Biruwala Nar, at the 
base of Karam Spur along the Line of Control in High Altitude Area. Capt Sandeep 
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Bhartiya immediately took a party of four other ranks and occupied the R-16 ambush 
point. At approximately 2345 hours, as the terrorists drew closer to the fence, Capt 
Sandeep opened fire with the Under Barrel Grenade Launcher. The terrorists retaliated 
with heavy volume of fire and taking cover of the thickly wooded area, tried to extricate 
themselves. Throughout the night, Capt Sandeep ensured that the terrorists were fixed, by 
fire, at the same spot. Close to first light, the group made another attempt, by firing 
heavily. Capt Sandeep instead of taking cover, changed position, to fire at one terrorist 
and killed him. 

Captain Sandeep Bhartiya displayed exemplary bravery, raw courage and 
leadership in fighting the terrorists. 

3. FLIGHT LIEUTENANT K PRAVEEN (30394), FLYING (PILOT) 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 25 June, 2013] 


In the aftermath of the unprecedented havoc caused due to the flash floods in 
Uttarakhand, Fit Lt K Praveen was deployed as part of IAF’s disaster relief response 
force on 21 Jun 2013. In a short span of just three days, he undertook seven critical 
rescue and relief operations which resulted in saving many precious lives, besides 
positioning life saving supplies and equipment. 


On 25 Jun 2013, Fit Ft K Praveen was detailed as the co-pilot for Mi-17 V5 
helicopter. The task involved moving relief teams of Indo Tibetan Border Police (ITBP) 
and the National Disaster Relief Force (NDRF) from Guptkashi to Kedarnath. The 
restrictions of inclement weather and rapidly deteriorating light conditions in the 
restrictive hilly environment of the valley made this important mission extremely 
demanding. Realising the gravity of the situation and criticality of these relief missions, 
and despite his limited experience in the area and terrain, Fit Ft K Praveen intelligently 
capitalised on the available opportunity to carry out meticulous planning for the mission 
and motivated his team to take on this challenge. His comprehensive briefing ensured that 
his helicopter was able to take off at the first available opportunity and land at Guptkashi. 
The relief teams were then safely transported to Kedarnath. After careful assessment of 
the deteriorating weather, the helicopter took off from Kedarnath again with additional 
relief teams, ready to execute as many shuttles as permitted by the deteriorating weather. 
In spite of being aware of the grave risk to his life, Fit Lt Praveen chose to continue with 
the mission so as to ensure that timely relief is provided to maximum number of people. 
However, the weather conditions on the return leg deteriorated further at a very rapid rate 
resulting in the aircraft impacting the steep hill slopes near Guptkashi, killing all its 
occupants. 
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Flight Lieutenant K Praveen displayed conspicuous act of bravery and valour in 
execution of high stress missions in extremely hostile terrain and weather conditions 
which led to his supreme sacrifice. 


4. WING COMMANDER NIKHIL NAIDU (23986) FLYING (PILOT) 

[Effective date of the award: 11 July, 2013] 

During ‘Op Rahat’ undertaken by the Indian Air Force in the hilly terrain of 
Uttarakhand, Wing Commander Nikhil Naidu played a pivotal role on at least three 
different occasions wherein he undertook conspicuously daring missions while ensuring 
the safety of his aircraft and his team. On 20 Jun 2013, Wg Cdr Naidu, correctly assessed 
the magnitude of the rescue effort required and difficulty in accessing stranded pilgrims. 
He volunteered for one of the most difficult rescue missions demanding tremendous 
courage, flying skills and precision. At a remote and inaccessible location near Jungle 
Chatti, there was an urgent need to rescue stranded pilgrims, even though there was no 
site available to land. Realising the importance of creating a small landing site, Wg Cdr 
Naidu winched down two civilian mountaineers on a small ledge surrounded by high 
obstructions & high tension cable near ‘Jungle Chatti’. Subsequently, he also winched 
down 10 ITBP personnel equipped with critical equipment required to prepare a 
makeshift helipad. This courageous and skillful operation paved the way for other 
helicopters to land at the ‘Jungle Chatti’ ledge and eventually resulted in evacuating more 
than 700 stranded pilgrims. 

On 25 Jun 2013, after an IAF helicopter went missing during the operations, Wg 
Cdr Naidu volunteered for the search mission and managed to locate the crash site. 
Mindful of the need to access the crash site, he winched down four Garud Commandos at 
almost 10,000 ft, under extremely inclement weather, thereby ensuring that the Special 
Forces were able to reach the crash location at the earliest. 

On 11 Jul 2013, while his helicopter was parked at night at an ITBP helipad at 
Gauchar, when an impending landslide alert was issued, he acted swiftly and with 
amazing alacrity despite it being totally dark in the middle of the night. He promptly 
obtained all the requisite clearances, improvised his action plan and despite being fully 
aware of the tremendous risk involved, flew the helicopter safely in darkness on a 
moonless night in hills to another safe location. Dark night operations in the hills under 
marginal weather conditions are extremely risky and such a difficult and demanding 
mission has been flown for the first time in the IAF. His courageous actions in the face of 
grave personal risks to his life resulted in saving a precious national asset which would 
have perished, if left unattended. 

Wing Commander Nikhil Naidu displayed conspicuous bravery, distinct gallantry 
and professionalism of an exceptional order while undertaking extremely critical 
missions in response to the grave national disaster. 
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5. 15223301M GUNNER LALLAWMZUALA, REGIMENT OF ARTILLERY/ 

18 th BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


[Effective date of the award: 23 July, 2013] 

On 23 July 2013, based on intelligence of presence of a terrorist in a house of a 
village of Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir, Gunner Lallawmzuala was part of 
the inner cordon deployed at night during search. On commencement of search at 0630 
hours, Gunner Lallawmzuala was amongst the first to enter the house. The terrorist 
opened indiscriminate fire, however the soldier’s alacrity and outstanding use of field 
craft enabled him to manoeuvre to an advantageous position within three metres of the 
terrorist. His courage, calm and collected actions and outstanding fire control led to 
elimination of the terrorist who was identified as the Jaish-e-Mohammad Chief 
Operations Commander. His actions ensured that the balance of the search party 
received critical warning at the opportune time resulting in effective covering fire and 
zero casualty to own troops. 

Gunner Lallawmzuala displayed conspicuous act of bravery beyond the call of 
duty, field craft and fire control in the face of close range indiscriminate fire in fighting 
the terrorists. 

6. WING COMMANDER ADITYA PRAKASH SINGH (23172), FLYING 

(PILOT) 

[Effective date of the award: 29 July, 2013] 

On 30 Apr 2013, Wing Commander Aditya Prakash Singh was authorized to fly a 
practice diversion sortie by night on a MiG-21 Bison aircraft to Halwara. Approximately 
60 Km inbound to Halwara, the battery heavy discharge light came on along with the 
Master Blinker indicating a failure of the electrical system of the aircraft. This resulted in 
all the cockpit lights slowly fading away and it became difficult for the pilot to read the 
instruments which are required for safe operation of the aircraft. Maintaining his 
composure and understanding the gravity of the emergency, Wg Cdr Aditya Prakash 
lowered the undercarriage and flaps to take off position. Soon the Head Up Display and 
Multi Lunction Display went off and the radio telephony system faded completely. 
Disregarding his personal safety, he took a decision to take off his mask and hold the 
torch in his mouth to illuminate the instruments. In this manner, he was able to view the 
instruments, execute a flawless partial flap landing and recover the aircraft without any 
damage. 

Again on the night of 29 Jul 2013, as captain of MiG-21 T-69 trainer flying from 
the rear seat of the aircraft, the officer experienced a total loss of engine power after a 
bird hit at a height of 150 m above ground level. At this height, the aircraft is below the 
minimum safe ejection altitude. The handling of the aircraft for safe landing becomes 
even more critical from the rear seat of the MiG-21 trainer due to the limited visibility 
and restricted depth perception. In spite of all these constraints, Wg Cdr Singh was able 
to successfully establish an engine off glide and land the aircraft safely without any 
damage. 
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Wing Commander Aditya Prakash Singh displayed exemplary courage and 
professional handling of aircraft under difficult circumstances while maintaining his 
composure in a grave emergency situation. 

7. 5457286F RIFLEMAN RAN BAHADUR GURUNG, 5/5™ BATTALION 
THE GQRKHA RIFLES (FRONTIER FORCE) (POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 03 August, 2013] 

Rifleman Ran Bahadur Gurung was deployed on challenging Eagle II Post located 
at 13972 feet at Kupwara district of Jammu and Kashmir. On 31 July 2013, move of two 
hard core terrorists was detected by own troops. The individual was part of surveillance 
detachment deployed on boulders and steep cliffs. On 03 August 2013 at 0530 hour, he 
sensed some movement in fog and alerted his party. Suddenly, the terrorist opened 
indiscriminate fire and lobbed two grenades towards the neighbouring team. Sensing 
threat to his colleagues, Rifleman Ran Bahadur Gurung fired at the terrorist and crawled 
closer towards him. This action diverted the terrorist’s attention who charged towards 
Rifleman Ran Bahadur Gurung and lobbed another grenade. Displaying steely nerves, 
Rifleman Ran Bahadur Gurung kept engaging the terrorist, giving crucial time for 
neighbouring team to readjust. However, another burst by the terrorist caused fatal injury 
to the gallant soldier. 

Rifleman Ran Bahadur Gurung displayed raw courage, commitment, bravery and 
laid down his life in fighting the terrorists. 

8 . IC-62853A MAJOR GAURAV THAKUR, THE BIHAR REGIMENT / 24 th 
BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


[Effective date of the award: 30 August, 2013] 

At 0050 hours on 30 August 2013, sensing suspicious movement near the bridge 
located at Genderbal district of Jammu & Kashmir, Major Gaurav Thakur as assault team 
commander challenged the terrorists who opened indiscriminate fire and lobbed grenades 
onto the ambush party and tried to escape. The officer, displaying raw courage, grit and 
extraordinary field craft, chased the fleeing terrorists in order to maintain contact. He 
came under heavy volume of fire from one terrorist and chased him to a distance of 50 
meters in open terrain. In an act of conspicuous bravery, against fearful odds, he closed 
in and lobbed a grenade killing the terrorist instantly. 

Major Gaurav Thakur displayed raw courage, extra ordinary initiative, grit and 
offensive spirit in eliminating terrorist. 

9. IC-58543X LIEUTENANT COLONEL BIKRAM JIT SINGH, ARMOURED 

CORPS/1 6 th LIGHT CAVALRY (POSTHUMOUS) 


[Effective date of the award: 26 September, 2013] 
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On 26 Sep 2013 at 0715 hours, Lt Col Bikram Jit Singh on healing the sound of 
auto weapons near the Officers’ Mess complex, rushed to the site. He spotted a terrorist 
hiding in a nala, bringing down effective fire, and attempting to break out towards the 
adjacent family accommodation. Despite being unarmed, the officer, with utter disregard 
to personal safety, coordinated the close cordon, in an attempt to trap the terrorist. In 
doing so, he suffered fatal gunshot wounds in his chest. 

By his above action, the officer prevented the breakout of the terrorists towards the 
Officers’ Married Accommodation complex, and provided time for the tanks and the unit 
Quick reaction Team to move into a tight cordon. His action prevented loss of further 
lives, especial that of unarmed women and children. 

Lieutenant Colonel Bikram Jit Singh displayed courageous and bold leadership in 
the face of danger, and laid down his life. 

10. IC-72419F CAPTAIN MAHABIR SINGH, 9 th BATTALION THE 

PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 

[Effective date of the award: 26 September, 2013] 

Captain Mahabir Singh was tasked to clear terrorists from 16 Cavalry unit lines at 
Samaba district of Jammu and Kashmir during a Fidayeen attack on 26 September 2013. 

As the troops commenced clearing operations, they came under heavy small-arms 
and grenade fire from an adjacent building. Sensing grave threat to the entire operation 
and proximity of family quarters in close vicinity, Captain Mahabir, unmindful of his 
personal safety, charged into the building to engage the terrorists. He moved from room 
to room, closing down their escape routes and shot dead one terrorist at point-blank 
range. This singular action by the officer ensured safety of the entire team, prevented 
further collateral damage, minimized casualties and provided the foothold for unqualified 
success of the entire operation. 

Captain Mahabir Singh displayed exemplary leadership, raw courage and 
conspicuous gallantry in the face of grave personal danger.
